Election/Restrictions 



1 . The written requirement is made so as to provide applicants an fully respond on 
the record any reasons for traversal of the species requirement and provide any 
evidence or statement that the differing species as outlined in this requirement are 
deemed to be obvious variants of the invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

2. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.
